The annual meeting of the

payers of the city was held in the city,

The Mayor’s report, which as usual 
was igsued to the ratepayers with 
other reports, was taken as read, and 
the Mayor then addressed the meet- 
ing. He said that the chief attention 
of the Council for the past year had 
been given to the roads, which were 
in a very bad state at the beginning 
of the year, but with the help of the 
small grader and the Wehr grader 
borrowed from the government, a 
great deal had been done to improv:

tion and maintenance. He felt that 
we had the best residential streets 
of any town north of Calgary. ‘The 
scarifier had done excellent work very 
cheaply. With respect to the 5th St. 
bridge, he felt that the vote on the 
by-law was not a vote on the ques- 
tion of whether or not a bridge should 
be built but rather on what sort of a 
bridge should be built, and he consid-

There was only one 
method of reducing taxation and that 
was to improve the collection of the 
taxes. At present only about 70 per 
cent. of the payable taxes was col: 
lected and they had to allow for that 
loss in making the levy each year. 
This was not fair to thoge who paid 
their taxes. He supported the Com- 
missioner’s recommendation for the 
refund of the treasury bill issues. 
because to attempt to pay this off 
would impose too heavy a burden on 
the present taxpayers. Hereafter 
the lands which had come to the city 
for taxes might be sold and produce 
the money necegsary to pay off these 
treasury bills. 

‘Commissioner Stephenson was the 
next speaker, and his remarks took 
the shape of comments on his finan- 
cial report. He pointed out that the 
city assessment had been reduced 
each year for some years now. Fif- 
teen years ago the city agsessment 
was higher than at present and sell- 
ing prices of lands were also higher. 
Vacant lands have little value in the 
city at present. The net assessment 
is low and will be lower again this 
year. There is a continuous tendency 
for the burden of taxation to be shift- 
ed to improved property. The pree- 
ent assessment system is based on an 
equitable and proportionate assess. 
ment all round and not on actual cash 
values. He referred to the proposed 
act to stabilize assesements for five 
years which had been approved by 
the Union of Municipalities with the 
insertion of a provision that its adop- 
tion should be voluntary. The main 
purpose of this act is to set up a uni- 
form basis of aseessment for towns 
of about equal size. He compared the 
rates of taxation in Red Deer and 
Wetaskiwin. Red Deer’s rate for 
1924 wag 58 mills; that of Wetaskiwin 
56. Wetaskiwin, however, assesses 
improvements up to 75 per cent., 
while Red Deer only does so up to 
50 per cent., and Wetaskiwin assesses 
personal property of all kinds 
Red Deer does not. 
reasons for our present 
rate: 

1. Uncollectable taxes. In this con- 
nection he pointed out that the schon] 
district outside the city has more 
uncollectable taxes than lands in the 
city, that being to some extent a re- 
sult of the subdivisions outside the 
city. Some of the subdivisions have 
been cancelled. There was a total of 
approximately $76,000 arrears’ of 
school taxes of lands outside the city 
but in the school district. 

2. The local improvement tax on 
lands reverting to the city. Since 
{local improvement taxes on sewers 
and cement sidewalks have to be 
levied, where property Hable for 
such taxes has reverted to the city, 
the city itself has to pay the taxes in 
order to provide for the debenturee 
relative to the improvements. There 

is no cure for this except to sell the 
lands and get them on to the live tax 
roll again. 

3. The deficit on water works. 
There was a deficit last year of ap- 

proximately $38,680.00, a condition 
which could not .be remedied under 
the present pumping contract bu' 
which would be remedied if ‘he city 
put in electrical pumps. Te this 
were done, the waterworks could be 
looked upon as a self-supporting util. 
ity. 

4. The increased uncontrollable ex- 
penses, such as stamps and cheques 
and receipts, constantly increasing re- 
turns to the governments, workmen's 
compensation levy, increased fees for 
the cancellation of subdivisions and 
and land titles office registrations, 
charges on the city such as half of 
mothers’ pensions, the cost of keep 
ing neglected children and indigent 
defectives or tubercular persons aad 
incurables. He referred to the extra- 
ordinary number of inspectors of 
various kinds who come round, ali of 
whom involved some small expense to 
the city.

by the meeting. BE. R. Hill moved, 
and. E.'S. Hogg seconded:a vote of 
thanks and confidence to the School 
Board, which was carried... Het 

Alderman Broughton then addresse 
the meeting, and said‘ that as:a mem- 
ber of.the School Board he had not 
been able to see that the work. of. the 
Board could have been found: fault 
with or that the costs of the schdola 
could be appreciably reduced. He 
was willing to stand again if wanted. 
As to'the work of the Council, he oc- 
casionally disagreed on some. points 
with the other members, for instance, 
he had thought that the proposed ce- 
ment arch bridge on 5th St. was too 
costly. He was exceedingly glad that 
the Western General question had 
been settled. He had taken much in- 
terest in it and had done what he 
could to put facts and figures regard. 
ing it before the public. The coming 
year would be an anxious one for the 
Council because of the necssity of 
carrying on the pJsnt. It was not 
necessary -that such operation of the 
plant should be costly. He thought 
the Council should proceed slowly in 
this matter for the first year. A 
profit had been made by the Western 
General before and could be mafe 
again. Some small economies in 
management might be made, but the 
present staff was a good one. He 
was inclined to doubt that hydro- 
electric power would be available 
very soon. If he were re-elected to 
the Council he did not suggest chat 
he should in any way interfere with 
the working of the power plant, 
which should be left entirely ‘o a 
good manager, subject to the control 
of the Commissioners. 

Alderman Howlett made a_ very 
brief speech, merely indicating his 
willingness to stand again if desired 
in order to complete the work begun 
by the Council. 

Alderman Snell paid a tribute to 
the economizing policy of Mayor Col- 
tison when he was at the head of the 
city. It had been necessary to expend 
some money on the roads this year 
and this had been done with good re- 
sults. He thought that the city staff 
deserved an increase in pay this year. 
The Western General was a_ very 
serious question and experience would 
be needed to make a success of work- 
ing the plant. He considered that we 
were in a position to offer excellent 
facilities for new citizens which was 
the real way to reduce taxation. If 
he did not believe that Red Deer was 
on the road to improvement he would 
not stay in Red Deer. He believed in 
a policy of progress. 

W. J. Stephenson spoke in what he 
described as his capacity as the 
most retiring member of the School 
Board. He said that citizens were 
joint owners of ‘Red Deer's biggest 
business, the schools. As to the ex- 
pense of the schools, he felt that the 
getting of cheaper teachers would be 
unwise economy. In all this year 
there had been a saving of some 
$1872.00 in the cost of the schools 
through the elimination of the use of 
the Parish ‘Hall. Red Deer’s school 
costs were low compared with those 
of other towns. He had been on the 
Board for nine years and was willing 
to serve again or to retire as the citi- 
zens might wish. 


A. R. Gibson asked what the School 
Board candidates had to say about 
the use of the assembly hall.  Trus- 
tee J. T. Berry in answer said that 
he had been active on behalf of the 
cottage school and the action of the 
Board in this respect had been vindi- 
cated by the defects which had now 
been discovered in the assembly hall. 
The cost of attempting to remedy 
those defects had equalled the inter- 
est which would have been paid on 
the debentures on the proposed cot- 
tage school. He thought that by 
some means or other the assembly 
hall must be got rid of as a class 
room, but he could not say what was 
to be done. The teacher could not 
make the pupils hear properly in the 
assembly hall, and the Board might 
have to go back to the people with a 
new proposal. He considered that 
Red Deer‘s educational facilities were 
one of its main aseets. W. J. Stephen- 
son said that he had supported the 
cottage school by-law and was oppos- 
ed to the use of the assembly hall. 
He could see no solution, but the 
High School building would have to 
be replaced sooner or later. While it 
was a bad time for spending money, 
the children must be provided for. 
He had not been tremendously keen 
on the cottage school propoaal. He 
had thought it was too small. 

Trustee Broughton said that he had 
voted against the cottage school by- 
law because he thought it only a tem- 
porary building. Alderman Snell had 
suggested a sky-light in the assem- 
bly hall as a solution of the lighting 
question. If building was to be done 
at all, a large useful school should be 
built. He favoured building an addi- 
tion to the existing public school. 
KE. R. Hill said that if there was, to be 
a building for school purposes, he 
favoured a building at the south end 
of the city which was suffering through 
the schools being so far away. ‘He 
would like to see two class-rooms 
built at the south end of the city. 
Trustee Berry wished to know what 
Mr. Snell said about the proposed sky- 
light in the assembly hall. In reply 
Mr. Snell emphasized the bad lighting 
of the hall at present and said that 
he had suggested a sky-light which 
would completely cure the lighting 
difficulty, but that he did not know 
anything about the architectural 
problems involved in putting in such 
a light. He suggested that the elec- 
tric lighting in most buildings in the 
city wag not well planned.

The President of the Board of 
Health, H. G. Stone, presented a very 
short report, in which he stated that 
all was well with the health of the 
city. Alderman Galbraith moved that 
the usual speeches of the Aldermen. 
except those retiring, should be taken 
as heard, and this was received with 
some laughter. 

W. Ex Payne, chairman of the School 
Board, was then called on for his re- 
port. He said that he had now been a 
member of the Board for 19 years, 
and did not intend to be a candidate 
for election again. With respect to 
the expense of the schools, he pointed 
out that the school debenture total 
was only about half the total of the 


of the city’s lfinancial difficulties, it 
was the School Board's economies 
which saved the city. The school 
population was increasing. There 
more than in 
Wetaskiwin and twice as many as in 
Macleod or Lacombe. He pointed out 
that in the printed reports of the 
school finances the salaries of all 
school officials and teachers had been 
shown and he paid a tribute to the 
efficient work of the secretary-treas- 
urer, Mr. Pamely. The average daily 
attendance at the schools was 566. 
The cost of the schools was very lit- 
tle more than that of Wetaskiwin al- 
though 'Red Deer had 131 more pup- 
ils. The average daily cost per pupil 
in Red Deer was 35.8c, that of Wetas- 
kiwin was 41/1c. According to gov- 
ernment statistics the average cost 
in towns and cities was 45.5c, so that 
Red Deer’s costs were .10c below the 
average. Many of the rooms at the 
present time were almost too full, 
averaging from 36 to 46 pupils. He 
considered that the people had acted 
too hastily in defeating the by-law to 
build new school accommodation a 
few years ago. Some of those who 
voted against the by-law were now 
complaining about the assémbly hall. 
The trustees had tried to remedy the 
defects of the hall but it was not 
easy. It was possible that the trus- 
tees would have to approach the rate- 
Payers again. Mrs. McCreight asked 
whether high school pupils could not 
be reduced in numbers, but Mr. Payne 
replied that to reduce the numbers 
sufficiently to save a room in_ the 
high school would result in the loss 
of grants amounting to $2400.00. ‘It 
was possible that the present high 
school building would not last much 
longer as it was in poor condition. 
He paid a high tribute to the fine ser- 
vices rendered by the retiring prin- 
cipal, C. D. Locke, who had always 
been most loyal to the Board, to the 
school pupils and to the city, always 
ready to help at every point and fair 
in all respects. He trusted that his 
successor, T. O. W. Fowler, would 
come up to the same high standard. 
He thanked the school staff as well 
as the citizens for their support of the 
Board, and said that the Board is al- 
ways ready to welcome criticism and 
would like to see more citizens at- 
tend the Board meetings. He made a 
short reference to the fact that the 
Board supplies to the pupils a uni- 
form and good type of scribbler book 
at a cheaper rate than they could buy 
them -privately Mrs. McCreight sug: 
gested that there ought to be a flag 
staff in the grounds with a Union Jack 
which could be saluted on suitable 
occasions by the pupils. Mr. Payne 
agreed and pointed out that the pupils 
already had flag drill in their rooms 
once a week. Mayor Johns added his 
tribute to that of Mr. Payne’ with 
respect to Mr. Locke and mentioned 
that the relations between the Coun 
cil and the School Board had been 
most amicable. Alderman McClure, 
President of the Hospital Board, be. 
ing absent in Edmonton, wae unable 
to make any verbal report. 

Mayor Johns then suggested that 
the meeting be turned into a candi- 
dates’ meeting, and proceeded to ad- 
dress it in his capacity as a candidate 
for re-election as Mayor. He felt 
that he ought not to shirk completing 
the work on the Western General 
question in the coming year. He had 
no such doubts ag Mr. Hogg about 
the coming in of hydro-electric pow- 
er. He thought it might be here next 
gummer. The Calgary Power Com 
pany had informed the city that if 
they could get the load from. the 
towns between here and _ Calgary, 
they would go right ahead with their 
work at once, and the Northern Utili- 
ties Company had also asked for an 
opportunity to tender for the Western 
General plant when the city had tak- 
en it over. If re-elected, he proposed 
to continue the policy of taking the 
people into the confidence of the 
Council, as had been done in the late 
Western General by-law vote. He 
believed that Red Deer was at the 
turn of the ways and that the re- 
sult of taking over the Western Gen- 
eral would be a substantial reduction 
in taxes, Blairmore bought hydro- 
electric current at 2%c, sold it at 10c 
to citizens, and made a profit of 
$9,000 last year, while Edmonton in 
the ten months of this year had made 
a profit on its power and light under.

A BOOST FOR ALFALFA 
GROWING FOR THE RED 
DEER DISTRICT

During my recent visit to the farm 
of Major H. G. L. Strange, at Fenn, 
Alberta, I was greatly impressed with 
the Major’s story regarding how he 
had threshed 350 pounds of alfalfa 
seed per acre on his farm this year 
under dry farming conditions. 

Hitherto it had unanimously been 
understood that alfalfa would only 
successfully thrive and flourish under 
irrigation treatment, Alfalfa has been 


successfully grown in Manitoba now

plants. For this‘reason it has proven 
to be much more satisfactory to sow 
the alfalfa without a nurse crop. In 
districts where the soil hag a _ ten: 
dency to drift, a bushel of oats per 
acre may be sown in: order to ‘over: 
come this difficulty, but the oats 
should be clipped with the mow2r 
when the alfalfa has obtained a fot. 
hold. 
Treatment First Year 

The fleld should be clipped with a 
mower when the alfalfa and weeds 
are about six inches high, and tho 
clippings may remain on the field to 
form a mulch. This will hold the 
weeds in check. For the alfalfa it is 
best to have cutting bar of the mow: 
er set so that it will not injure th. 
crown of the plant. It is advisable to 
clip two or three times during the 
summer. The last clipping should 
not be later than August 15th because 
considerable growth should remain 
om the field as a winter protection. 

The last growth should be left as 
long as possible. This will not only 
gather lots of snow for a winter 
blanket, but will_also greatly nourish 
the roots of the alfalfa plant to en.

This 
itrogen, besides furnishing an abun- 
dance of this valuable plant food to 
the alfalfa plant, is also left in the 
soil ready and available for any 
other cereal crop which may ‘be sown 
after the alfalfa crop. 


Special Value of Alfalfa 


Alfalfa has a deep rooting system, 
and it may thus take the place of a 
sub-soiler in opening up the lower 
soil layers. It may be observed, as 
well, that such a crop leaves cons'der- 
able organic residue in the so}l. The 
latter material is important in that it 
increases the moisture-holding capa- 
city of the soil, and in the process of 
decomposition assists in liberating 
plant food for the growing crop. 
With the introduction of alfalfa bet- 
ter systems of crop rotation can 09 
organized, and the farm income can 
‘be made somewhat more regular. 

Selecting the Soil 

In selecting a field for alfalfa, sum- 
merfallow which has been well cuiti- 
vated and is normally free from nox- 
ious weeds, gives the grower an excel- 
lent starting point. 

Alfalfa requires a deep mellow soil 
if maximum crops are to be harvested. 
The alluvial river-bottom lands or 
well drained lake beds provide. an 
ideal home for this deep rooted 
legume; large yieldg are invariably 
obtained on these areas. The crop 
can be grown on all types of soil, 
from the heavy clays to the coarser 
grained sandy soils, and it may even 
be cultivated on gravelly soil, provid- 
ed the subsoil furnishes a suitable 
reservoir for moisture, thus offering 
a complete and continuous eupply for 
the crop. ‘A friable soil makes the 
best home for alfalfa. 

‘The Seed Bed 


A firm, well prepared seed bed will 
assist materially in getting a catch the 
first season.

The work should start as early as 
possible and continue at frequent. in- 
tervals until the alfalfa is sown. This 
will kill several crops of weeds, con- 
serve the moisture, and prepare an 
idéal crop bed. 

Method of Seeding 


The quantity of seed sown per acre 
will depend on its viability and the an- 
nual precipitation. For most parts of 
the semi-bush areas of thie district 
seed of high vitality should be sown 
about twelve pounds per acre. In 
the drier districts eight to ten pounds 
will be sufficient. 


In general, it may be stated that 


| alfalfa seed can be sown safely he 


tween the dates of May 15th and Juna 
15th. If sown earlier than the mid- 
dle of May, the young plants may be 
damage: by freezing. Summer show: 
erg freyuently come early in June, 
and to get the benefit of these the 
seeding should be done the latter 
part of May or early in June. 

The best results are obtained when 
the seed is sown with the grain drill, 
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‘crop is thoroughly established and 
the plant roots well developed. The 
, field should be at its best the third 
.or fourth year after seeding. Pastur- 
‘ing close the first year will have a 
tendency to injure the alfalfa crowns 
‘and when the stock are allowed to 
| run at will the surface of the field 
may be roughened by tramping when 
the soil is wet. 

There will be no ‘hay the first year. 
The second year the alfalfa will be 
ready for cutting, and two crope will 
be available during the growing seas- 
on. The second crop should not be 
cue later than the ffirst week in Aug- 
ust. 

Where seed is to be produced, a 
jhardy variety, such as Grimm, should 
(be used. The seed should be sown in 

drilla thirty inches apart and inter- 
tilled to control the weeds. Other 
than this it should receive the same 
treatment as for fodder the first 
season. 

The second year seed can be _ pro- 
duced. After the crops are nearly al) 
ripe the crop can ‘be cut with a mower 
having two or three men following 
with forks rolling the alfalfa into 
bundles and placing them out of the 
way of the horses the next round. 
When it has become thoroughly dry 
it is ready to thresh.. This can be, 
done to best advantage with a clover 
huller. Where one of these cannot 
be obtained, the alfalfa can be put 
through the grain separator. Some 
of the seeds will be threshed, but 
most of the pods will be unbroken. 
Some of the best farmers report suc- 
cess in running the pods through the 
feed grinder with the plates not set 
too close. After the pods are broken, 
the seed can be cleaned through a 
fanning mill. 

Inoculation of Seed 

A thrifty alfalfa plant, being 
legume, has mocules on its roots 
which contain bacteria. These take 
nitrogen from the air, storing it up 
in these mocules. Western soils as a 
rule do not have alfalfa or clover bac- 
teria in them; hence it is a good 
practice to inoculate the seed when 
pics are grown on a certain piece of 
and.

Nitro Culture 


Nitro culture consists of bacteria 
growing on the surface of a jelly like 
culture medium in a bottle. These 
bacteria are originally taken from the 
legume moculeg and on them grown 
onthe jelly, much the same as yeast 
is grown for baking. Nitro culture is 
put up by the Bacteriological Dept. of 
the University of Alberta at Edmon- 
ton in bottles, each containing enough 
to inoculate a bushel of seed. These 
can be obtained at about 25c per bot- 
tle from the department and full di- 
rections for using go with each 
bottle. 

I would very much like to see the 
Rotary Club of Red Deer, or even the 
Board of Trade foster the growing of 
alfalfa in this district by means of a 
crop competition. With alfalfa, hogs, 
sheep and dairy cattle or beef cattle, 
and even poultry, on every farm in 
this district, the farmers will never 
know what it will be to experience 
a lean year. 

Alfalfa istone of the very oldest of 
forage plants known to the world. The 
Pharaohs of Egypt used it for their 
cattle, the Arabs of Arabia feed it al- 
most exclusively to their fleet run- 
ning horses. It is excellent food for 
brood sows, pasture for hogs, excel- 
lent for fattening lambs and breeding 
ewes, one of the best of fodders for 
dairy cattle, also excellent in the fat- 
tening of the beef animal. Besides 
this it furnishes the farmer with 
double the tonnage of fodder per acre 
and has twice the feeding value of 
any other fodder crop grown in the 
west, besides putting back into the 
soil an immense quantity of  avail- 
able pure nitrogen which is the 
king of plant foods for all crops, 
cereal or fodder.

of sectionalism in Canada and build 
up a national feeling in the business 
life of the country. The Toronto 
Board of Trade took the lead in ar- 
ranging the conference, which was 
the first of its kind in Canada, and 
which it was hoped might constitute 
‘the opening of a new era. 

There had been a Dominion Board 
of Trade in 1870, but it had lasted 
only a few years. The conference de- 
cided to form a new Board of Trade 
‘modelled to some extent on the Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce, 
which was now a very large institu- 
tion. The conference was given an 
official welcome at Winnipeg by the 
; Lieutenant-Governor of the Province, 
Sir James Aitkens, Premier Bracken, 
and Mayor Webb of Winnipeg. The 
conference included about 150 men 
drawn from all spheres of business in 
all parts of Canada. 


The first address was given by Sir 
Thomas White, formerly Minister of 
peHence in Canada, who spoke on 
Canada’s national and economic prob- 
lems. There was no introduction of 
politics into the conference, this hav- 
ing been previously agreed on. In 
the opinion of Sir Thomas White the 
outstanding problems of Canada are: 
(1) The deficits on the Canadian 
National Railway eystem; (2) the bur- 
‘den of taxation; (3) the develop- 
ment of Canada’s maritime ports. He 
believed that in spite of the burden 
of debt there was no ground for pes- 
simism. It was a good thing that 
Canada’s public debt was mainly 
held in Canada itself, which saved 
the country from economic bondage to 
any outside authority. In the courge 
of the last 25 years the savings of 
Canada on deposit with the banks had 
increased sevenfold, a good sign in a 
nation more given to free spending 
than to thrift. The debt had increas- 
ed in practically the same ratio in 
the same time. He felt that the para- 
mount need of the day was all-round 
retrenchment, and he referred to the 
reduction in taxation effected im the 
United States with whom Canada could 
not avoid being a competitor for 
both population and capital. Immi- 
gration was the great need to give 
to the national railways traffic, while 
more production would provide the 
opportunities for Canadians to re 
main in Canada. r 


The next address was given by 
John H. Imrie of the Edmonton Jonr- 
nal, and was an exceedingly fine one. 
His subject was, The Need, the Pros- 
pects and the Method of Immi- 
gration and Colonisation. This ques- 
tion of immigration cropped up again 
and again at the conference, but Mr. 
Imrie emphasized also the need of a 
good system of colonisation to look 
after the immigrants when they had 
arrived. <A bold policy was needed. 
and moreover it was necessary to real- 
ize that it was not only Western 
Canada that needed and had room 
for immigrants. All the provinces of 
Canada needed them. The tragedy of 
Canadian development was that while 
we should now have 18 milliong of 
people if we had kept both our immi- 
grants and our natural increase by 
birtas, we had only 9 millions. Only 
population could keep up the systems 
of government and of transportation 
which had been set up and give work 
to our people at home. These sys- 
tems could deal with far greater 
populations than we now had. At 
present the United States laws and 
the forces at work there were favour- 
able to Canadian immigration. It 
had been shown that costs of pro- 
duction and freight rates for farm 
produce were higher in the States 
than in Canada. Mr. Imrie proposed 
that the Dominion should set aside a 
sum of 250 million dollars for immi- 
gration, and while he opposed excas- 
sive paternalism in the immigration 
policy, he suggested that such a sum 
could provide $1500.00 for each immi- 
grant to give them a start in Canada. 
This speech of Mr. Imrie’s led to 
further discussion at the conference. 
Mr. Noxon, formerly the Ontario 
Agent-General im Britain, pointed 
out that if Canada was going to 
depend wholly on British immigrants 
for settlement, that settlement muget 
be greatly delayed, for there were 
serious difficulties in the ‘way of 
getting large numbers of Britis im- 
migrants. Such difficulties were the 
manner in which the people of Britain 
were now provided with unemploy- 
ment and health insurance and old 
age pensions, which made them un- 
willing to leave their own coutry for 
Canada. He compared the system of 
immigration adopted by New Zealand 
which allowed domestic servants, for 
inetance, not only free passages but 
£2 of spending money in addition, 


j the theory behind it being to get rid 
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whereas such girls had to pay out of 
their own pockets something like £25, 
to get to Canada. If these ; 
disadvantages were got rid of, Cana- 
da’s being nearer to Britain would 
give it an advantage over all other 
dominions. 

Mr. Sweatman, of Winnipeg, was 
the next speaker, and traced the 
financial history of Canada since Con- 
federation, pointing out that the peo 
ple of Canada must béar the respon- 
sibility for their own governments, 
and that only public opinion could 
enforce the necessary policy of rigid 
retrenchment. The Boards of Trade 
could create such opinion. It was 
impossible that the fiscal policy of 
the United States could fail to affect 
that of Canada. The United States 
by means of the Dawes ‘Commission, 
and Britain by meane of the Geddes 
Commission, had affected great econ- 
omies, and Canada must follow sult. 

The representatives from the Mari- 
time Provinces next addressed the 
conference. It was felt that they 
were very much in ‘earnest but that 
they somewhat over-estimated their 
particular difficulties. Nevertheless, 
euch difficulties really existed, and 
the conference backed them up in 
some of their aims, such as the re- 
tention of the Canadian coal market 
for Canadian coal, and an increased 
share of interprovincial trade, and 
also the development of Canadian 
ports for Canadian trade. It was sug- 
gested to the representatives of the 
Maritime Provinces that to some ex- 
tent they could do more for them- 
selves and must not depend wholly on 
others to do it for them. 

Dr. Tory spoke on scientific 
search as affecting agricultural 
commercial] development, which 
urged should be linked together. 
gave some striking instances of 
need of such co-operation, and the 
way in which the Great War had 
brought home to Britain her inferior- 
ity to Germany in this respect. 

‘Other notable addressee were given 
to the conference on the St. Law- 
rence Waterways, the Prevention of 
Smuggling, and Imperial Trade Rela- 
tions and Trade within the Empire, 
on Foreign Trade, and the Hudsons 
Bay Railway, and the proposed con- 
stitution of the Dominion Board of 
Trade. 

If the result of the conference has 
been to revive throughout ‘Canada 
the vision seen by the Fathers of 
Confederation, and a development o! 
mutual respect and confidence, that 
alone would have made it worth 
while. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hanna's 
able address, a very hearty vote of 
thanks was given to him on the mo- 
tion of the President. 


ORTHOPHONE 
DEMONSTRATION 
I RED DEER 


Several of the music lovers of Red 
Deer were given a real treat last 
Thursday evening when a large num- 
ber of the friends of the Gaetz-Cor- 
nett Company gathered in McBride's 
Hall to hear a private demonstration 
of the new Orthophonic Victrola, the 
latest triumph of the Victor Talking 
Machine Company. 

Mr. Stephenson introduced tho 
demonstrator, Mr. Radcliffe, who out- 
lined briefly the improvements em- 
bodied in the new instrument as com- 
pared with the Company’s machines 
up to this time. 

Any doubts which the audience 
might have had regarding the claims 
made by the demonstrator were effec- 
tually dispelled as soon as the first 
few bars of the opening number, “The 
Soldiers’ Chorus,” from “Faust” were 
heard on the new machine after hav- 
ing been first played on one of the old 
type of Victrola. Very few were pre- 
pared for the vast difference, not 
alone in volume and resonance but in 
clearness of tone, enunciation, and in 
the greatly increased range of all the 
inetruments and voices. Especially 
in orchestral selections was the 
superiority of the new machine mani- 
fested; the different instruments were 
clearly distinguishable, and in vocal 
selections, by closing one’s eyes, one 
could easily imagine the actual pres- 
ence of the singer. In the reproduc- 
tion of the base notes in every instru- 
ment a great improvement is appar- 
ent. The cello obligato to “The Per- 
fect Day” sung by Rosa Ponselle is 
indeed a thing of beauty. 

But the crowning proof of the ad- 
vancement of the Orthophonic Vic- 
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trola was heard when Mr. Radcliffe 
demonstrated a record of a piano 
solo, the famous “Valse in C sharp 
Minor” played by Alfred ‘Coriot. The 
reproduction was just as perfect, just 
as clear as a piano heard in any hall 
or theatre. 

The programme was long and var- 
ied, consisting of numbers chosen to 
show the splendid qualities of the 
new machine from every angle. The 
audisnce thoroughly enjoyed and ap- 
preciated the evening's entertain- 
ment, many of those present remain- 
ing until a very late hour listening to 
several repetitions of parts of the 
programme. 

There is hardly any doubt that the 
new machine has a great future be- 
fore it, and represents a most not- 
able advancein the science of repro- 
duction of music.

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THE CITY FATHERS PRESENT 
THEIR ACCOUNTS 


The annual ratepayers’ meeting 
last Friday evening, was except in one 
respect marked by complete and al- 
most dull unanimity. There was no 
hint of anything but approval of the 
work of the Council in the past year, 
and there was an emphatic expression 
of opinion that it was desirable for 
the whole of the Council to be re- 
elected and to carry on the work they 
have been doing, in particular the 
matter of taking over the Western 
General and getting operation by the 
City or some one else under way. 
Since the meeting a citizen of sound 
business capacity and much experi- 
ence in public service has been nomi- 
nated for the ‘Council in the person of 
W. E. Lord, whom many ratepayers 
will no doubt regard as a valuable 
recruit to the business strength o! 
the Council. 

The reports, both written and verb- 
al, which were laid before the rate- 
payers reflected quite a satisfactory 
state of affairs. The policy of caution 
and economy, which has marked thc 
Council for some years past, hag been 
steadily continued, with the result 
that the position of the City is being 
improved each year. Until the num- 
ber of tax-paying citizens is consider 
ably increased, and more land come: 
on to the live tax roll, the process o! 
reducing the tax rates must neces. 
sarily be very slow, but there is goo’ 
ground for believing that having 
weathered the extremely critical years 
of the recent past the Cify will con 
tinue to get on to a sound financia’ 
basis. The Commissioner called at- 
tention to the fact that quite a number 
of small towns in the West of abou: 
the size of Red Deer had got into finan 
cial difficulties in the last 10 years 
and the fact that Red Deer managed 
to avoid them is a matter fcr satis. 
faction and a credit to those who have 
directed the affairs of the City. 

The only debatable question that 
was raised in the course of the even. 
ing occurred in connection with the 
schools. The assembly hall in the 
Board's opinion is an unsatisfactory 
elass room. Both lighting, ventila- 
tion and acoustic properties are said 
to be defective and incapable of im- 
(provement toany appreciable extent 
without quite disproportionate expense. 
At the same time the school population 
is increasing and the question of 
what is to be done is now an acute 
one. There is no easy or obvious 
solution in sight. It is agreed that to 
risk injury to the eyesight and health 
of the children by continuing to use 
the assembly hall is in the bighest 
degree undesirable. On the other 
hand to incur heavy capital expendi- 
ture for a new school building in the 
present state of the City’s finances is 
also to be avoided if at all possihle. 
The school trustees and the city arc 
thus placed in a most difficult dilem- 
ma. The meeting indicated that it 
would like to see the school trustees 
bring forward such schemes as they 
could suggest for the consideration of 
the ratepayers and no doubt this wiil 
be done. It is to be hoped that when 
such schemes are brought forward, 
they will be considered thoroughly and 
dispassionately and with full recog- 
nition of the difficulties of the prob- 
lem. As far as can -be at present 
judged, rigid economy is highly de- 
BSirabte, but injury to the eye-sight, 
health and educational progress of 
30 to 40 children is intolerable.

THE HUSBAND AND WIFE COM.- 
MUNITY PROPERTY BILL 


In our last issue we published the 
proposed bill to amend the law of 
property of husband and wife and to 
introduce a so-called community of 
property between them. It has not 
been made public what were the pre- 
cise ideag im the minds of the fram- 
ers of the bill. There are indications 
that it was desired to put a stop to 
the fraudulent putting of the hus- 
band’s property into the name of his 
wife to defeat his lawful creditors. 
There are other indications that it 
was believed that husband and wife, 
being partners in life, the law govern- 
ing their property should give effect 
to that partnership. 

(Whatever the ideas were, there 
seems to be little doubt that the bill 
is a radically bad one in at least two 
vital points. It was an ancient prin- 
ciple of English law that when a wom- 
an married, all her property passed 
to her husband, and she became more 
or less of an economic slave to him, 
just as she waa a slave in most other 
respects, so far as the law was con- 
cerned. Gradually that harsh old law 
was relaxed in England, and in Cana- 


da, and Alberta particularly, it was’ 


wholly abolished and a married woman 
was put into a position of complete 
independence so far as her property 
was concerned.

The 
effect of this is that the wife is 
thrown back very nearly into the 
position she occupied under the old 
English law. She can own some prop- 
arty of her own, but any proceeds of 
it must be entirely controlled. by her 
husband. She can own a house, but 
ts rents are at her husband's  dis- 
posal. She can Own a motor car, but 
she cannot earn and keep at her own 
lisposal the money to run it, and if 
she hires it out to anybody, the money 
paid for the hire is at the disposal of 
her husband It is true that if the 
husband proves to be incapable of 
management for any reason, the wife 
‘an apply to the courts to be given 
.he management of the property in 
his place, or to have it equally divided 
vetween her and him, but that is a 


mar riage, | 


voor remedy, involving a _ definite 
breach between husband and wife, 
and the bitterness and expense of 


litigation in a family. Such a situ- 
ation will be regarded by the average 
woman in Alberta as monstrous, and 
once the women come to realize what 
‘s proposed, it is almost certain that 
a clamour of opposition will go up, 
and those members of the Jegie 
lature who are married, will have a 
‘old time of it at home if they dare to 
vote for giving themselves and their 
‘ellow husbands any such tyrannical 
ower over their wives. 

Then there is another flaw in the 
‘ill. It has been suggested that one 
»bject of the bill was to put a stop to 
the fraudulent putting of property in 
the name of a wife to defeat credit- 
ors. The bill does nothing of the 
sort. It doee provide for community 
property being liable for the debts of 
husband and wife incurred for the 
yenefits of the community, but it 
does nothing whatever to stop a hus- 
band giving his wife property, which 
ander clause 4 remains her separate 
property not liable for his debts, and 
then snapping his fingers at his cred- 
itore exactly as he now does, The 
wife and her husband can still drive 
merrily about in a motor car, while 
her husband laughs at his creditors 
and solemnly swears before a court 
that the car belongs to his wife and 
therefore cannot be touched. If his 
debts have not been incurred for the 
benefit of the community—they may 
be wheat gambling debts for instance 
—even the community property does 
not appear to be liable for them. 

These defects alone are quite 
enough to condemn the Dill out of 
hand. It does not appear to serve any 
really useful purpose and it does in- 
flict a real hardship on wives. If it 
were dmended so as to prevent the 
present frauds and to introduce into 
the law of husband and wife the real 
principle of legal partnership, which 
makeg each party responsible for the 
other’s debts, but gives each party a 
right to management and participa- 
tion in profits, it might be a good 
bill, though even then it is rather 
doubtful if the strict business — rela- 


tionship of partners should be ap- 
plied to that of uusband and_ wife. 
There ought to be a head of the 
house, and the partnership of hus- 


band and wife should not be dissolv- 
able at will like a business peartner- 
ship, but the present law might . be 
somewhat improved without such re- 
actionary and futile provisions as are 
contained in the proposed act. 

It is a badly drawn. bill, and the 
surprising thing is that it is a woman, 
Mrs. Irene Parlby, who ig mainly re- 
sponsible for it. She can hardly have 
realized the effect of it. It was in- 
troduced at the end of last session 
of the Legislature with the idea that 
it should be eubject to such amend- 
ment and criticism as might be sug- 
gested. It certainly ought not to 
lack both criticism and amendment, 
and it is doubtful if there can be much 
left of it when these have had their 
due way with it. 

The Government has_ evidently 
realized this, for it ‘has been an- 
nounced that the Bill is ta receive fur- 
ther consideration by a committee 
before being ugain brought before} 
the House. 


THE SIGNING OF THE TREATIES 


It is little more than seven years 
since the armistice which closed the 
Great War. The signing of that 
armistice was the signal for an out- 
burst of fierce indignation all over the 
British Empire and the civilized world 


at the inhumanity of the German 
treatment of British prisoners, who 
were turned out of the prison camps 
in many cases in rags and. starving, 
and told to make their way back to 
allied territory as best they might. 
From highest to lowest, in  newe- 
‘papers, on public platforms, and— in 
conversation the German nation was 


, denounced as utterly unfit for associ- 


ation with civilized countries. That is 
only seven years ago and last week

ish officials but received demonstra: 
tions of approval and friendship from 
the public in the streets. It is a 
great transformation, but not at all 
unusual in the case of British public

able to harbour resentment against an 
enemy for any length of time. From 
the standpoint of the Christian vir- 
tues of forgiveness and good _ will 
there can be nothing but approval for 
this laying aside of bitterness and 
enmity among the nations, this at- 
tempt to make a fresh etart in the 
ways of peace. As far as Great Brit- 
ain and Germany are concerned, there 
is no traditional hostility to over- 
come. On the contrary, until the 
Great War broke out, they had not for 
centuries met as foes on the field of 
battle, and had frequently fought side 
by side, usually against the French. 
It is between France and Germany 
that this treaty represents a vitally 
important change of feeling. Ger- 
many hag solemnly put her hand to 
an agreement in which she abandons 
for all time her claim to Alsace and 
Lorraine, taken by her from France in 
1871, and held till the close of the 
Great War in 1918. ‘France, on her 
side, abandons altogether her claim to 
that Rhine frontier, which has been 
the constant dream of her kings, her 
statesmen and, most of all, her sol- 
diers. Once again an attempt has 
been made to put an end to the 
long duel between these two great 
nations, which hag been the main dis- 
turbing factor in Europe for centur- 
ies. 

There is another aspect to the mat- 
ter. Germany has also signed arbi- 
tration treaties with Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia, designed to prevent 
disputes between them resulting in 
war. Now, it is pretty generally un- 
derstood that few or no Germans with 
sufficient interest and knowledge to 
think about such things, have recon- 
ciled themselves for a moment to the 
idea of the permanent loss of the 
territory taken from them at the end 
of the war and given to Poland. They 
do not attach any importance to the 
fact that they themselves took it 
away from Poland about 125 years 
ago, and did so by violence. They re- 
gard it as their territory as much as 
the people of the United States re- 
gard California as theirs, and they 
resent bitterly seeing the Poles’ in 
possession. Yet by this arbitration 
treaty they have bound themselves 
not to go to war with Poland ove 
disputes which might arise between 
them, and-they know perfectly well 
that Poland will never consider for a 
moment giving up any of her recover- 
ed territory. 

With what thoughts then have the 
Germans signed these treaties? Does 
the signing represent a great renun- 
ciation on the part of Germany? Has 
she given up her dreams of expansion 
in Europe and elsewhere? Is she 
going to settle down into a_ quiet, 
peaceful, industrial nation, contented 
with her narrowed territories, think- 
ing no more of her lost colonial em- 
pire, willing to accept as permanent 
her present status of a third-rate mili- 
tary and naval power? If not, what 
is in her mind? Are these treaties 
signed merely in order to get breath- 
ing epace for preparations for re- 
venge? Is her idea that if she can 
get rid of occupation and control by 
the Allies, she can then lay her plans 
and make her preparations at her 
leisure? The British army has evacu- 
ated Cologne after seven years of oc- 
cupation. The French have indicated 
that the new era of friendship may be 
marked by accelerated evacuation of 
the areas under occupation by them. 


Germany by signing these treaties 
has gone far towards regaining her 
place as a normal member of the 
family of European nations. 

It is perhaps an ungracious and 
ecyncal thing to throw even the shad 
ow of doubt on this bright dawn of 
hetter days for the nations of the 


worlt, but with the long record of 
broken treat.es and ephemeral friend- 
ships that have marked the history of 
the world in the past, one is tempted 
to ask again what thoughts were in 
the mind of the Germans when they 
signed the treaties. ‘One can only 
hope that they were thoughts 2! 
peace. 


one IRISH SETTLEMENT 


After looking distinctly threatening 
the Irish boundary problem has been 
settled, at least for the moment. The 
settlement is made to some extent at 
the expense of the British taxpayer. 
In consideration of accepting the ex- 
isting boundary between the Free 
State and Northern Ireland as_ per- 
manent, the Free State has been re- 
lieved by Great Britain of the obli- 
gation of paying any part of the Brit- 
ish war debt, which it accepted at the 
time of the Treaty of peace between 
Britain and Ireland in 1922. On the 
other hand, the Free State has as- 
sumed liability for the payment 
compensation for damage done 
private property in its territory pe 


1919. This Gamage was done by Sinn 
Feiners and Republicans to’ British 
Loyalists and Free’ Staters, and 


amounts to a considerable stm. In 
view of the fact that it is quite doubt- 
ful if the Free State would ever have 
paid anything in respect of the Brit- 
ish war debt, agreement or no agree- 
ment, it is quite possible that the

Government in giving an assurance to 
Northern Ireland that its territory 
would not be altered and then making 
another agreement with the .Free 
State, without reference to Northern 
Ireland, that the boundary might aft: 

To that extent Brit- 
ain was to blame for the difficulty, 
and therefore might be thought to 
have done only right in aseuming 
some financial loss in order to settle 
the trouble. Northern Ireland ought 
at least to be satisfied. She has main- 
tained a consistently firm and reso- 


lute attitude throughout, and has 
reaped the reward in securing her 
boundaries unimpaired. It is good 


that the settlement hag been made. 
It is to be hoped that it will be kept 
by all concerned.

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THE LAST HUNDRED DAYS 


(Continued from last week) 

For a few days we continued 
around in this neighbourhood with- 
out much further advance, then more 
guns and more troops having been 
brought in, the famous  Drocourt- 
Queant switch was attacked. So 
mumerous were the batteries in the 
only available space for positions in 
this show that battery commanders 
had almost to stand guard over the 
position selected by them until such 
time as their guns arrived. In our 
case a 60-pounder gun lined up imme- 
diately in rear of us with what deaf- 
ening result one may imagine. These 
days were ones of great discomfort. 
We scarcely ever had any cover for 
our heads, our beds were merely lit- 
tle holes in the earth, and sleep was 
obtained in odd moments which were 
few and far between. An accident 
occurred at this time when a candle 
left burning in a tent at the wagon 
lines attracted the attention of a Ger- 
man aeroplane and a bomb was drop- 
ped which killed the captain and one 
of our wheelers instantly. A few 
days prior to this I had had the mis- 
fortune to break one of my fingers in 


a hurried attempt to get down to the: 
commander |guns were new, all the nomcommi- 


guns from the battery 
with orders just after the guns had 
been brought into position and when 
an S. O. S. went up. The thing was 
purely an accident and it was not 
necessary for me to go off duty, but 
I was requisitioned by brigade head- 
quarters to act as an assistant there 
in view of the fact that the Colonel had 
been hadly burned that day. At th’ 
time of the bombing of the wagon lin- 
es, I was up representing the artil- 
lery at infantry brigade headquarters 
- but immediately was recalled to the 
battery to take charge of the wagon 
lines. It was the case in this par. 
ticular type of warfare that one’s 
rank might jump two or three notch. 
es for a few days and then drop back 
to normal afterwards. Such was my 
experience within the next two or 
three weeks. For quite a long time I 
was one of the junior lieutenants. 
This accident to the captain and an- 
other officer promoted me to thc 
captaincy with the responsibility of 
supplies of all kinds resting on me, 
A few daye later I was actually bat- 
tery commander, but the battery was 
nearly all shot to pieces at that 
time. This event happened right 
near what was called the Canal Du 
Nord. ‘On the night of September 6th

WITH THE HOWITZERS 
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when our guns were far advanced, in 
fact a detached gun was pratically 
within 300 yards of the front line, 
the enemy sent over a large amount 
of gas shell, and when we (ffinally 
checked up the casualties we found 
that only two men out of the whole 
gun detachment, consisting of  offi- 
cers, signallers and gunners, cam: 
out unhurt. There were not sufficient 
men left at the guns to carry out the 
casualties and an ambulance had to 
be taken right to the gun position to 
perform this dangerous operation in 
daylight. It was a battery of thig 
kind then which it became my duty 
to command on the morning of the 
7th. - We, of course, had to pull out of 
action, in fact the whole brigade wa- 
given a rest of about 10 days at this 
time. In the course of four or five 
days reinforcements began to arrive 
and we had to do the best we could 
towards putting the whole battery on 
a fighting basis. A new major arriv- 
ed on the 15th and next night took 
into action, with some trepidation no 
doubt, a battery which was the same 
in name only to that which had been 
almost in the same position not ten 
days before. All the officers at the 


sioned officers were new to the rank 
they held and many of the gunners 
were drivers, transferred to the 
guns, The battery was practically 
a new unit, and [ still remember wi*’ 
what fear and trembling we arranged 
for the next shoot, which took place 
on the 26th. However, it was proved 
that the battery could still work, and, 
after all, nearly all the successes of 
the Canadian Corps was due to the 
fact that they knew how to” work. 
In three nights we hauled in 3750 
rounds of ammunition to a point not 
more than 800 yards from the front 
line. In doing this one of the worst 
experiences that I ever had took 
place and that was to be lost within 
that short distance of the front lin: 
trenches with 60 pack animals in my 
charge. Just when the gituation look- 
ed the blackest, a mule, unconscious 
of the grave danger in which we all 
were, gave vent to its own heathen. 
ish bray, as if the fact that we were 
so close up there and lost were not 
enough to worry us. Fortunately, 
as in many another case, a little time 
straightened the whole thing out and 
we got our work done in good time, 
After we had fired the barrage the 
next morning the battery went across 
the bridge over the Canal Du Nord 
put up by the engineers. The follow- 
ing night was one of the woret experi- 
ences we would care to have. I hac 
been looking after the wagon lines 
with all the worries incidental to 
that in the case of moving war-fare 
and had no knowledge whatever of 
the orders in connection with that. 
operation. An officer who had been at 
the guns was left in charge to guide 
them forward while I brought up the 
rear, after having made some other 
arrangements en route. We were to 
meet a guide to be sent back by the 
battery commander at a certain point 
from which the guns were to be tak. 
en to the new position. We were 
just arriving at the point specified 
when apparently “Heinie” got a 
“line” on ue or another battery which 
was advancing about 50 yards to our 
left and things began to be very mer 
ry in our neighbourhood. We watch- 
ed direct hits this time from a differ. 
ent angle than we had on the other 
occasion mentioned before where we 
had been giving the Hun a bit of a 
work-out, and it was a very uncom. 
fortable feeling to see these on 6-horse 
hitches not 50 yards away from you. 
In order to avoid any further danger 
we veered off to the right at once at 
the gallop and re-assembled some two 
or three hundred yards away behind 
the brow of a hill. In this mix-up the 
guide, if he ever were at thig particn- 
lar point, lost touch with us, and we 
were never able to find him. Night 
was coming on and it was important 
to get our guns into position in case 
of counter attacks. Unfortunately for 
us, the officer who was supposed to 
know something about the operations

circumstance of this kind is confus-

After searching around for some time 

I got in touch with group headquar- 

ters, but they could not or would not 

give any information at all in regard 

to the situation. I therefore brought | 
the guns up to a point where I thought - 
they would be in good range, dropped . 
the trails, and established forward ; 
wagon lines some few hundred yards _ 
in rear, sending the balance of the: 
horses back to our proper wagon lin- 

es. Ail that night until about 12 

o’clock I had scouts out endeavoring 

to- locate our particular brigade head- 

quarters or our battery commander. 

About one o’clock we discovered that 

we were too far back and moved the 

guns up to a position some miles in 

advance of that originally held, and 

here, after sending out more scouts 

to find out what information we could, 

another officer and I hay down to 

snatch 40 winks, choosing as our bed 

and as our bed-clothes an old fish n2t 

which kept off about as much of the 

cold night air as was to be expected 

of it. Probably the contents of our 

water bottles did more to keep us 

warm on that. particular occasion 

than anything else. About 5 o'clock 

in the morning we were finally waken- 

ed up by all the guns in the neizgh- 

bourhood starting on a barrage, and 

great was my consternation on ac: 

count of this as I had so far secured 

no orders for the battery and did not 

know how far up our line was, to 

shoot if we did have orders. It was 

just becoming light enough, however, 

to see around a bit, and we located an- 

other battery about 200 yards away 

who were firing away merrily, and to 

whom I at once went for informa- 

tion. You can imagine how great was 

my joy to find that they were in 

touch with not only brigade  head- 

quarters, but our own major, to whom 

I went at once and turned the situ. 

ation over to him. We never found out 

just exactly where the guide went to 

or where he disappeared to, as he 

was wounded a day or two later and 

none of the officers had been able to 

see him in the meantime. This ended 

one of the most wearisome nights 

ever put in and I believe that the 

battery commander had just as mis- 

erable a time as I did myself. 

From that time on we kept going 
on fairly steady. ‘Cambrai was tak- 
en, but shortly after this the resis- 
tance of the ‘Hun began to stiffen and 
we did not go ahead so faet. How- 
ever, we were always in the forefront. 
Our guns were as close up im support 
as possible, and on one occasion at 
least we nearly got into serious diffi- 
culty by not keeping in close enough 
touch with the division on our right. 
Here we pulled the guns up at night 
to a position by an old railway cul- 
vert north of Iwuy and put the guns 
in action there only to find in the 
morning that the 51st division, attack- 
ing on our right, were attacking past 
our actual gun position. The failure 
of this attack necessitated our retir- 
ing about a mile the next night. For. 
tunately, we were without any casual. 
ties in the course of this, although a 
shell did land underneath the water- 
car at the wagon lines with disas. 
trous results to it. 

We had a week’s rest shortly after 
this, but were again in action for the 
last big barrage of the war, that is, 
the taking of Valenciennes. Our bat. 
tery had merely to fire the initial 
barrage and only later in the day did 
we move forward. The Germans now 
were thoroughly on the run but were 
doing all in their power to hold us 
back. Every important crossroad was 
mined and blown up so that in many 
cases we had to go through ploughed 
fields to get by. The civilans were 
very anxious to assist us in 
getting by and did a great deal in 
filling up these great holes in these 
sections. I remember once, however, 
where we had to put 12 horses on to 
one wagon and pull it through mud up 
to the hubs ‘to get across a= corner 
which was blown up. We moved on 
as best we could, however, the shell 
fire of the enemy becoming lighier 
and lighter as time went on. The only 
real danger was the danger of being 
hit by what we called the German 
taute de suite shell. This was a high 
velocity shell which travelled go fast 
that if one heard it coming at all it 
was after the shell itself had burst. 
The Germans were using these guns 
to quite an extent and they were an- 
noying to say the least. For a few 
days we travelled east, quite often 
establishing our gun positions to the 
tune of the enemy machine gun bul- 
lets, rattling on the metal pit-heads 
of mines in the neighbourhood. These 
were good observation towers and 
the enemy endeavored to keep us out 
of them. The 10th of November had 
now arrived. It was, as far as we 
were concerned, the widest day of the 
lot. We practically did no shelling, 
our battery was scarcely ever in ac- 
tion, but what a reception we did re. 
ceive from civilians through whose 
villages we passed. For the last two 
or three weeks we had seen a few 
civilians who were atill living and 
who were able to remain in their 
houses during the interval between 
the evacuation of the Germans and 
the entry of the British troops, but 
now we came to a territory very 
thickly settled, so thick that for the 
whole of this day we seemed to be 
going through a city street. It was a 
long grand procession. Civilians were 
All endeavored to 
do something to show the wildness of 
their joy at the return of friendly 
troops. Branches of trees were 


_|strewn in our way as if we had been 


accorded a triumph as the Romans 
were accustomed to do of old. One 
old lady I remember, scarcely able 
to walk so feeble was she, came along 
and threw some white sand in front 
of my horse. I did not know the par- 
ticular significance thig may have 


had, but I took it as an expression of, & 


her joy and as a sort of handing 
over of the keys of the city to us ina

private way. Every house was a frée 
estaminet. Jugs of coffee were car: 
ried along and handed to our drivers, 
the girl taking back the cup when it 
was empty, filling it and handing it 
to the next driver. So far the green 
arches which we later passed under 
on our triumphal march to Germany 
had not been put up, but the expres- 
sion of joy on these people’s fhces 
will always ‘be more lasting to my 
mind that any that we noticed Jater. 
About noon of this particular day, we 
stopped in the Grande-Place at one ci 
these little villages and gave our 
horses the noon-day meal. We did 
not need much ourselves. Imme- 
diately on halting the civilians broke 
into our ranks and demanded that the 
soldiers be billeted ‘on them _ over 
night. Hearing that we would not 
likely stay there over-night all the 
hospitality of these worthy people was 
placed at our disposal. To such good 
effect did our soldiers take advan- 
tage of this that it was with dif. 
culty some were able to ride their 
horses when we started on our way 
an hour or two later. Certainly it 
was a very bHthe and happy battery 
that went singing along its joyful 
way, after this very well-meant but 
nearly unfortunate hospitality. 


That night we established our posi- 
tion in a little village and noted with 
wonder that the street lamps were al- 
lowed to burn all night. Apparently 
this had always been so far behind 
the lines that they had been allowed 
to keep them burning always during 
the war and no one thought of turn- 
ing them out just then. It was unfor- 
tunate for a battery in our brigade 
that this was allowed, because the 
German aeroplanes were able to send 
a well-directed bomb to kill about 40 
of their horses. This nearly crippled 
us as we had to assist them by loan- 
ing some of ours. That day was the 
1lth and orders had been given the 
night before to lfire a barrage in the 
early morning preparatory to further 
advance, but about ten minutes to 
eight the following concise message 
was received: “Hostilities cease at 11 
hours this date. No firing.” This 
message prevented our sending over 
this final love-tap to the enemy. I 
received a message from the battery 
commander about 9.30. Previous to 
this the church bells began to ring, 
civitlans had told us that the armis- 
tice was signed, but of course we be- 
lieved it not. However, when this 
message came through from our bat- 
tery commander, I immediately called 
the personnel of the wagon lines to- 
gether and read the eventful mes- 
sage. It was a great surprise to me 
to find that no one was able to 
cheer. The great truth was too big 
for us to understand just then. The 
parade was dismissed, the men salut- 
ed punctiliously and stood around in 
little talking groups dumb-founded. 
That day we moved forward about 8 
miles, established a new gun _ posi- 
tion and with the guns ready for ac- 
tion. This last touch showed that 
not even then did those who were in 
command really believe the war had 
ended. A couple of days later when 
we heard a terrible cannonading go- 
ing on almost straight east of us, our 
hearts sank indeed because we felt 
sure then that what we had intuitive- 
ly believed all the time was _ true, 
namely, that the war was still on 
and that there was no such thing ag 
peace. However, this turned out to 
be the bursting of many shells con- 
tained in a train-load of ammunition 
which was set on fire by the Germans 
prior to their retreat. Of the bal- 
ance of our trip to the ‘Rhine little 
need be said. It was a long, hard 
march. Our rations at times just got 
up in time to save us going without a 
meal. We had to forage at times for 
our horses, but the trip wag over at 
last and we were situated in comfort- 
able billets beyond the Rhine. I 
cam remember one Sunday afternoon 
three of us took a ride away out be- 
yond our outposts into the then “No 
Man's Land.” We went up to a little 
castle at the top of a hill and asked 
for something to eat. What was our 
surprise to find laid down before us a 
steaming cup of good coffee and a 
piece of apple pie. This latter was a 
real treat, becauge with all respect to 
the English housewife she cannot 
make good old Canadian apple pie. 
We later moved back into Belgium, 
and from there our equipment was 
gradually taken into ordinance and 
handed over. It was rather a tense 
moment when I marched the guns out 
of the gun park for the last time and 
gave the customary “eyes right” to 
the battery commander as we pulled 
off. The whole battery was assemh! 
ed, even those who were not on duty, 
and I could see here and there an eye 
that was not dry at the sight of the 
passing of their old friends, the guns. 
The horses, too, we were sorry to 
lose, and yet glad at the same time. 
One team especially was together 
when we went into action in 1915 and 
was still together when we sold them 
to the Belgian government. Both of 
them had been wounded but only 
slightly. They had come through the 
whole war together and were gold to- 
gether. The drivers were lost for a 
few days after this, and it was quite 
a relief to those in command when 
finally we had orders to entrain for 
La Havre and return to England on 
our way home. So ends our history 
as a battery. We had many good 
times together; we had many of the 
reverse. The good ones are what we 
remember. It remains even yet for 
us to see how much good the whole 
of our service has done to the world.

FRUIT INDUSTRY 


Canada’s fruit industry is worth 
in annual 
production. This year on the whole 
the yield has been generally satis. 
factory. Small fruits have done well 
in every province except in British 
Columbia, where the unusually low 
temperature had a bad effect on 
strawberries and raspberries. Prices 
have also been helpful to the grower, 
strawberries running from 8 to 14 
cents per quart compared with 4 to & 
cents in 1924. Apples, however, ow: 
ing to their exportability. and their 
possibility of storage are our main 
crop, and of them in the total there 
has been a yield rather above the 
average, thanks to the abundance in 
Ontario, where an increase of half a 
million barrels for the year is report- 
ed. In Nova Scotia unfortunately 
there appears to have been a decreiso 
of half the quantity. Such in brief is 
the testimony given by The Dominion 
Fruit Commissioner, Mr. G. EB. MclIn- 
tosh, before the Pomological Society 
of Quebec.

ALBERTA NATURAL 
HISTORY SOCIETY 


A meeting of members and friends 
of the above Society was held at the 
hhome of the Secretary, Mrs. Pamely, 
on Wednesday afternoon last. 


Mr. J. A. Munro, of Okanagan Land- 
ing, B.C., who is the Chief Officer, 
‘Western Provinces, in charge of the 
operation of the Migratory Birds Con- 
vention Act, was in town for a few 
hours and gave a most interesting ad- 
dress. 

Mr. Munro had with him a lan- 
tern and slides illustrating the bird 
life-of the Western Provinces in rela- 
tion to his work as chief game officer. 

Hig first pictures showed colonies 
of breeding gulls, puffins and murres 
on Bare Island, one of the Dominion 
bird sancturaries on the’ Pacific coast. 

There followed a series of pictures 
of Cormorants taken on some 
islands in Lake Manitoba. 

At the request of the Commission- 
er of the Canadian National Parks, 
who supervises the operation of the 
Migratory Birds Convention Act for 
the Dominion, Mr. Munro has recent- 
ly conducted an investigation into 
the food habits of these birds as it 
affected the supply of fish in the 
Lake. 

His investigations showed that, 
whilst the bulk of the Cormorants’ 
food consists of fish, not more than 
25 per cent. of the fish consumed 
consisted of species used commonly 
for human food. 

He came to the conclusion that the 
effect of the birds on the fish supply 
was negligible. . 

‘Though a large sheet of water, 
Lake Manitoba is comparatively shal- 
low with numerous reefs or rocks and 
boulders.. There are several islands 
formed by the outcropping of the 
reefs and on some of these the Cor- 
morants breed. These nesting sites 
are anything but inviting. The nests 
are builtof sticks and weeds brought 
many miles from the mainland’ by the 
birds. The surroundinge are covered 
with guano with numerous dead and 
rotting fish scattered about—the 
whole smelling worse than any fer- 
tilizer factory. 

Some pictures of Willets, Sand- 
pipers and other birds commonly as- 
sociated ‘with the Snipe family were 
next shown. Whilst these birds have 
never been hunted to any great ex- 
tent in the West, they have been con- 
sistently shot in Eastern Canada and 
the States for food, so much so that 
some of the species were in danger of 
extermination. 

The Migratory Birds Convention 
Act provided a much needed protec- 
tion for many of these birds, and it 
is very gratifying to know that they 
are increasing in numbers. 

Reference was made to the wild 
ducks of this country and emphasis 
Jaid on the fact that the Canadian 
Prairie Provinces provide the nesting 
grounds for the great majority of the 
ducks of North America. 

The speaker thought that the re- 
duction in the numbers of ducks was 
largely due to the draining of so many 
small lakes and sloughs. 

He felt that this form of reclama- 
tion had perhaps gone rather too 
far. 

A cron of wild ducks might well be 
of more value in dollars and cents 
than the crops of poor hay which is 
too often all that is taken from these 
drained areas. 

Another form of wild fowl decrease 
which is receiving considerable attey- 
tion juat now, and which will become 
more of a problem as time goes on, is 
that of lead-poisoning. A generous 
supply of grit is essential to the well- 
being of all the duck family. This 
grit is usually obtained from the 
shores and bottoms of the lakes and 
sloughs which the birds frequent. 

Around the shores of many lakes 
which have been much shot over 
there is a considerable amount of 
shot pellets scattered in the sand. 

‘When helping themselves to grit 
the birds sometimes swallow’ these 
pellets of lead which are eventually 
ground up in the gizzard and_ thus 
pass into the blood. Examination of 
many dead birds have proved that 
they died from lead-poisoning in this 
way. A particularly regrettable inci- 
dent in this connection recently 
took place in the case of some Trum- 
peter Swans. A few years since it 
wae feared that this fine ‘bird, which 
sometimes reaches a weight of 40 Ibs., 
was practically extinct. More recer' 

a@ small flock of eight was found win- 
tering on a lake in B.C. The birds 
were given every protection and by 
last winter the number had increased 
to sixteen. A particularly cold spell | 
last January drove them from their 
usual haunts and they were found 
feoding {n an open patch of water on 
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a neighbouring lake. 

There had been considerable trap 
shooting done at this place. During 
the latter part of January and early 
February seven of the Swans died, 
and a post mortem examination prov- 
ed that the cause of death was lead- 
poisoning from the pellets of shot 
picked up in the sand. 

Mr. Munro showed some slides of 
the band of Swans taken earlier in 
the season. 

Although it is now known that one 
or two other small bands of Trumpet- 
er Swans winter in another part of B. 
C., accidents like the above are very 
discouraging and raise serious doubts 
as to whether it is possible to in- 
crease the number of Trumpeters be- 
yond the danger point. 

A hearty vote of thanks was ten- 
dered Mr. Munro for his interesting 
talk. 

Mr. Munro left for Edmonton to at- 
tend a conference with provincial 
authorities relating to some matters 
connected with the Dominion Bird 
Sanctuaries in the Province. 


MISSIONARY PLAY AT 
UNITED CHURGH 


C.G.IL.T. Present “The- Pill Bottle” 


On Friday evening, December 4th, 
the Dynamo group of the C.G.LT. and 
the W.M.S. presented a four-act play, 
entitled “The Pill Bottle.” It wag a 
distinct surprise to most of the audl- 
ence, for instead of a comedy they 
heard a missionary drama. However, 
comedy was present, blended with 
pathos and intense realism, which 
made of it a powerful thing. 

The curtain rises in Act I. on a room 
in a college dormitory. Four girls, on 
graduation day, finish packing in a 
helter-ekelter fashion, then dash to a 
reception. One of the girls is Bar- 
bara Lane, whose parents are mis- 
sionaries in India. She is going to 
visit them, but promises Frances Tut- 
tle to: return quickly that together 
they may carve careers for them- 
selves as interior decoratora. 

In Act IH. Barbara has just arrived 
in India. Her father is summoned 
away on professional duties and she 
and her mother spend the evening 
chatting. Barbara's impatience at her 

other’s sacrifices, and her: total lack 

ympathy with her work, are frank- 
ly expressed. After Mrs. Lane retir- 
es, three Hindu men visit the Lane 
bungalow, urging Barbara to “come 
with her quick American medicines” 
and tend their women folk. Her vex- 
ation at their refusal to accept her 
father’s services turns to horror when 
the death drums beat, and she pledges 
herself to become a medical mission- 
ary. 
Act III. (four years later). Bar- 
bara, now an M.D., is a busy person 
indeed. Her consulting room quickly 
fills with Hindu women suffering from 
infected wounds, ear-ache, small-pox, 
blindness, etc. A little child-wife with 
her tiny sick baby; a poor old woman, 
wasted and blind who seeks a god- 
dess; a supercilious high-caste dame, 
and many others solicit the attention 
of “Dr. Bab.” The vesper bell tolling 
them to chapel ends the act. Each of 
the thirteen characters maintained a 
distinct individuality throughout the 
act, while make-up and correct Hindu 
costume added a vital touch of local 
colour. 

In Scene IV. Barbara reviews the 
day’s events, then reads her letters. 
From the “Board” comes the news 
that funde for a wing to her hospital 
are not forthcoming. ‘You couldn’t 
have known how things are over here 
—oh you couldn't have known!” A 
forlorn outcast creeps furtively into 
the room clasping a pill-bottle in her 
hand. A year ago Barbara had cured 
her and since then she has worship- 
ped the God of the Pill Bottle, having 
forgotten His name. The act closes 
with the outcast singing “Just as I 
am” in an attitude of prayer ag the 
other patients returning from vespers 
file in on the back of the stage. The 
Bible Woman, with uplifted hand, 
offers prayer. 

Miss Dorothy Smith in the role of 
Barbara Lee made her first appear- 
ance before a Red Deer audience and 
was most winsome, captivating and 
convicing in the part. 

Special mention should also be 
made of the acting of Ola Dale, who 
took three different parts during the 
evening and presented each one ad- 
mirably. :
